Dear Sir Robert:- 

In a letter addressed to you dated March 17th last I 
proposed that in order to overcome the difficulty experienced in 
carrying on the instruction in field work on the continually narrowing 

space on the University grounds, a summer camp should be established 
at some point not too distant from Toronto. It was therefore suggested 
that a grant of land might be obtained for this purpose from the 
Provincial Government, and that a small appropriation should be made 
to cover the expenses of the staff in selecting a suitable location. ~ 
This proposal was approved by the Board. 

In August last Mr. Banting and I therefore spent some 
weeks in examining several sites that seemed likely to fulfil our 
requirements. We were unable however to find any suitable Government 
land within a reasonable distance, but in the neighborhood of Haliburton 
and Minden there is a good deal of land on which farming has been 
attempted and abandoned, and which therefore May be purchased at a 
moderate price. 

A lot that fulfils our recuirements in every respect is 
lot No. 9, Concession 13, in the Township of Lutterworth, situated on 
the north shore of Gull Lake, near the mouth of Gull river, and about 
five miles south-west of Minden. 

The land for a summer surveying camp should possess the 


following advantages: It should border on a lake and be near a river 


of moderate size, so that hydrographic Surveys may be made; its 


es ae 
surface should be uneven, so as to present sufficient topographic 
detail without being too rugged; and it should be easy of access. In 
connection with this last requirement it may be said that although 
Minden is not a railway station, being reached by stage from Gelert on 
the G.T.R., eight miles distant, an electric railway has been projected 
between Minden and Kinmount a distance of about twelve miles. 

The price which the owner asks for this lot is *600. its 
area being 78 acres; and while this would be a high price for farm 
property in that district it may be pointed out that land bordering on 

Gull Lake has begun to be sold in small parcels as sites for summer 
cottages. On the adjoining lot - No. 8 - seven small lots have been 
sold having each a lake frontage of 50 feet and an average area of 
about quarter of an acre; one with an area of 0018 of an acre was sold 
in August 1917 for #50. On the opposite side of the lake, about half 
a mile from lot 9 a lot 210 feet by 250 feet was sold in June, 1916 
for $200. It thus appears that land in small lots is worth about 
1. per foot of lake frontage. Lot No. 9 has a lake frontage of about 
1600 feet. 

If the Board approves of? our Selection this lot should 
be secured without delay as it is more than probable that it will be picke 
up by someone before next summer. I have this morning received a 
letter from the owner of Lot 10, which has a small frontage on the lake, 
and about which I had made enquiries, saying that she is offered #150.
